A Study Of Appetite SIDE GLANCES-By George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Many people believe that if they have an 
appetite or craving for certain foods that the 
appetite may be relied upon as a guide to what 


to eat. While it is true that children, when 
allowed to choose their own foods will in- 
stinctively choose those which help them to 
grow best, nevertheless, the 
normal grown person can 


not rely upon appetite if he 
is to meet his dietetic needs, 
inasmuch as the average 
adult has become the vic- 
tim of a perverted appetite. 
For example, most children 
will enjoy raw foods such as 
raw carrots, while the aver- 
age grown person is not so 
likely to choose the raw 
foods such as salads and is 
more likely to have modified the appetite for 
them to such a degree that he prefers something 
else instead which may be not nearly so whule- 
some. 

Also, the appetite is increased by exercise 
and one securing plenty of outdoor exercise of 
a vigorous type will tend to rely upon the 
simple foods to satisfy his hunger; whereas, the 
one who secures little exercise generally craves 
complicated or highly seasoned dishes which 
tempt the appetite. Normal appetite for food 
will only occur with a person of normal size 
who does enough physcial work to make the 
tissues of the body call for nourishment. 

When the desire for food comes only after 
one has started to eat, it must be called a “cul- 
tivated” appetite and cannot be called a true 
hunger. Sometimes this false appetite dis- 
appears after taking only a small amount of 
food and this also can not be called real hunger. 


ANOREXIA 

The of appetite is termed anorexia. 
Those who complain that the appetite is very 
poor and that they find most foods distasteful 
and lacking in flavor, have developed anorexia 
to some degree. Loss of appetite is very cum- 
mon in many disorders and is usually one of 
the first signs of disease. It may be a marked 
symptom in digestive disturbances, liver and 
gall bladder discrders, anemia, etc. Loss of 
appetite is also a prominent symptom in many 
the acute infectious disorders of children, 
particularly those which produce fever. 


PAROREXIA

A marked increase in 
appetite is also one of the characteristic symp- 
toms of diabetes, mellitus, and may occur dur- 
ing the presence of intestinal parasites. Occas-

QUESTION: Mrs. J. B. writes: “Is it ever 
advisable to use any kind of bread stuff with a 
meal containing either potatoes or meat?” 

ANSWER: Genuine wholewheat crackers 
or muffins may be used in a limited quantity 
with either a meat or starchy food by those in 
good health. This is an exception to the gen- 
eral rules regulating the use of proteins and 
starches. If you find that you crave the whole- 
wheat crackers or the muffins occasionally, it 
is all right for you to use them. 

QUESTION: Mrs. S. I. B. writes: “What 
would cause an excessive dilation of the pupil 
of the eye?” 

ANSWER: The pupil of the eye is capable 
of great dilation and such dilation is normal, 
For example the pupil should expand in semi- 
darkness and contract in brilliant light.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1621 Great Bri- 
tain abolished lotteries, which, of 
course at that time, made lotteries 
illegal in every British possession 
Perhaps the next time someone 
rises in his place in the House 
of Commons or a provincial leg- 
islature to advocate the establish- 
ment of a lottery in Canada, it 
may be useful for some one else 
to be able to quote the order of 
the Privy Council of Britain, 
given the royal endorsement on 
March 4, 1621, by King James I

moved at the instance of the 
Companie for the Plantation of 


Jirginia to giue them lycense by 
Proclamation to sett forth, erect 


and publish Lotteries within this
